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OTHER CHALLENGES 
A new American (or is it un-American?) 
psy chosis is manifesting itself. Too many of 
us view nuclear world destruction as being 
ultimately inevitable. 
Such destruction could come, of course. 
But if we let ourselves become obsessed 
with such a notion it would blind us to 
other challenges facing us, challenges not 
to our survival but to global survival of our 
heritage, democracy . 
One of those challenges is the deteriora­ 
tion of our image before the down-trodden 
of the world. What a recent Yankee tour­ 
ist heard in Mexico is indicative. He was 
talking to a group of migrant workers home 
from our last season’s harvest fields. “ You 
Yankees,” one of them told him, “ are just 
like our Mexicans. You have beeg ricos and 
mucho pobres. The ricos live like kings. 
The pobres starve." 
W e know that this is an exaggeration, 
that Dili's is in general a land where even 
those who are not rich have enough. The 
trouble is that others do not know this, 
partly because the Communists have given 
them a false picture. 
Our only real y earning is for peace. We 
don’t see why every one else doesn’t want 
peace above all else. 
Yet if the world’s 
starving do not, perhaps it is because they 
have reached the point where there is some­ 
thing that shines brighter for them than 
peace. That something is an end to the 
extremes of abject poverty and great 
wealth. 
Va 
The Reds have convinced many of them 
that communism abolishes both. Even as 
they breathe the air polluted by Khrush­ 
chev’s 50-megaton horror they cling to 
that misguided -fcelief. That is the fantasy 
we have to combat. We must win the mis­ 
guided back. Our tools for doing that are 
truth, and proof that under our sy stem 
men can be both free and prosperous. 


THE CORRECT ANSWER 
One of the great staples of Soviet argu­ 
ment is that Russia, having been widely 
devastated by the Nazis in World War II, 
lives today in mortal fear of a revived, 
vengeful Germany . 
This argument has been effective propa­ 
ganda in Europe, where it touches both the 
fears and the hates of those peoples who re­ 
member well their sufferings at Nazi hands. 
More than a few thoughtful Americans 
have accepted this Soviet contention as an 
honest one. * 
Pi'esident Kennedy clearly is not among 
them. With directness and force, he laid 
bare the fraudulent base of these Soviet 
“ fears” in the interview he granted to 
Aleksei Adzhubei, editor of the Soviet 
newspaper Izvestia. 
The 
Russian 
asked the 
President to 
imagine he were a Soviet naval veteran 
who, having “ won the war,” now' saw de­ 
feated Germany refusing to recognize boun­ 
daries fixed after the war, building up its 
armed forces, sending its chancellor to have 
“ secret talks" with Kennedy . 
“ What would y our attitude be?" he 
asked. 
Answering him, Kennedy declared that: 
The West Germany the Soviets profess 
to fear has just nine army divisions, a very 
small air force, almost no navy , no nuclear 
weapons or missiles in an age when they 
a ie the key to striking power. - 
The Germany divisions are under NATO’s 
command, not that of the Bonn govern­ 
ment. An American officer, not the Ger­ 
man generals Russia talks about, is the 
NATO commander. 
In West Germany it requires the units 
of the 15-member NATO organization to­ 
gether to balance roughly the purely Soviet 
divisions in East Germany . 
The President four separate times said 
flatly that a West Germany thus equipped 
and controlled is “ not a military threat” to 
Russia. Though he did not explicitly add it, 
he implied that the Germans Likewise are 
no military menace to any body else, includ­ 
ing

Premier 
Khrushchev claims are endangered by Ger­ 
man “ militarism."

SOCIALIZED MEDICINE 


At every co nventio n o f the American Medical 
Asso ciatio n, the q uestio n o f so cialized medicine 
arises, the do cto rs pro testing that Co ngress is 
try ing to pass legislatio n which will enslave the 
medical pro fessio n. President Leo nard W. Larso n 
o f the American Medical Asso ciatio n o n No vem­ 
ber 27 said: 
"We are fo r a free pro fessio n, no t an enslaved 
o ne. We are fo r the preservatio n o f o ur co nsti­ 
tutio nal republic; we are o ppo sed to a welfare 
state. We are fo r the right o f o ur citizens to 
spend their o wn do llars in their o wn way , no t fo r 
Washingto n autho ritarians to spend their mo ney 
fo r them. Our philo so phy is who lly po sitive.” 
The o ppo sitio n is to the King-Anderso n Bill 
which Dr. Larso n describes as fo llo ws: 
"The pro po nents o f King-Anderso n ty pe legis­ 
latio n have cleverly pro mo ted the false idea that 
?armarked pay ro ll and emplo y er tax es wo uld be 
vo luntary 
prepay ments 
against 
the 
co st 
o f 
health care benefits received subseq uently in re­ 
tirement. The fact is that the King bill levies a 
co mpulso ry tax o n y o ung wo rkers and their em ­ 
plo y ers to pay fo r a federal pro gram o f health 
benefits fo r o lder peo ple, millio ns o f who m arc 
self-reliant and so lvent. The King-Anderso n pro ­ 
gram do es no t pro vide insurance o r prepay ment 
of any ty pe, but co mpels o ne segment o f o ur 
po pulatio n to underwrite a so cialized pro gram o f 
health care fo r ano ther, regardless o f need.” 
Whereas so cialized medicine, in any fo rm, de­ 
prives the medical pro fessio n o f a free wage fo r 
its services, it must bo admitted that a sharp pub­ 
lic o pinio n is ex pressing itself against diso rderly 
and unethical co nduct in this pro fessio n, whether 
such co nduct is widespread o r is limited to a few 
sco undrels. 
The entire q uestio n o f medical charges re­ 
q uires study by the medical pro fessio n and by 
Co ngress. Fo r instance, it is very difficult to de­ 
cide whether an o peratio n is necessary o r is a 
fraud to pro duce a large fee. The respo nsibility 
is with ho spitals to a degree. That is, a decent, 
well-managed ho spital will no t to lerate impro per 
practices. 
This raises ano ther q uestio n: the ho spitals 
have limited beds and canno t accept all do cto rs 
who wo uld care to serve. What is to beco me o f 
the so -called unaffiliated do cto r? The public do es 
no t q uite understand this q uestio n but it is very 
impo rtant to a phy sician o r a surgeo n. 
A y o ung man gets o ut o f a medical scho o l and 
his immediate pro blem is to beco me an interne 
and in time a resident. This means that he can­ 
no t earn a living fo r a perio d but do es have an 
apprentice’s wage. The nex t step is to be adm it­ 
ted to the staff o f an o utstanding ho spital. This 
has its numerical limitatio ns and the y o ung do c­ 
to r who is unable to get o n the staff o f a ho spital 
is "unaffiliated.” If he gets a patient, he has to 
find an "affiliated” do cto r, who may be a special­ 
ist, who will get his patient ifito a pro perly m an­ 
aged ho spital o r if he is in a large city he might 
make co nnectio ns with a privately -o wned ho s­ 
pital which may o r may no t be a pro perly m an­ 
aged institutio n. So me o f the private ho spitals 
are unfit fo r any purpo se ex cept perhaps as a 
nursing ho me. There o ught to bo so me way o f 
fo rmally and legally designating the unsuitable 
ho spitals. 
The lay man has no way o f kno wing. He wants 
to go into a ho spital. He finds that every ho spital 
is o vercro wded and that he must accept a bo d 
in a ward. He declines to accept a bed in a ward. 
His do cto r sends him to a private ho spital which 
may he o wned by do cto rs o r by real estate bro k­ 
ers. The private ho spital may have a pro per o r 
an unsuitable discipline. Tho patient will no t 
kno w it. but his do cto r, phy sician o r surgeo n, has 
limited co ntacts with o ther whvsidans and sur­ 
geo ns and that the specialist will no t co me at the 
do cto r’s call. So me do cto rs will o nly wo rk in their 
o wn ho spital which will no t accept the particular 
patient. 
In a wo rd, the subject gro ws increasingly co m­ 
plicated. The patient is fo rtunate who has an af­ 
filiated do cto r who is able to get him into a dis­ 
ciplined ho spital where unnecessary o peratio ns 
wo uld lead to tro uble, where split fees wo uld no t 
be to lerated (altho ugh I am no t o ppo sed to split 
fees if the patient is to ld abo ut it). The general 
practitio ner o ught to receive a decent share o f 
any case in which he do es a very large part o f 
the wo rk.

Our 10-y ear-o ld girl is a very talented pianist 
and recently was asked to perfo rm o n o ur lo cal 
radio statio n. 
The day befo re the perfo rmance 
she had such a severe sto mach upset that we had 
to cancel it. 
I am wo rried that this stage fright 
co uld ruin her musical career. 
Tho ugh she’s had 
upsets previo usly befo re play ing in recitals and 
scho o l entertainments, she has alway s been able 
to appear. . . . 
ANSWER: It is a very y o ung talent to be used 
fo r o thers’ entertainment. 
I do n’t wo nder that y o ur daughter gets upset 
befo re public perfo rmances. 
Just as a child will 
lo se interest in a do ll ho use who se furniture we 
are arranging fo r her, a child will lo se interest 
in his musical talent if he is a^ked to share it 
with o thers to o so o n. 
The o riginal interest he to o k in pro ducing de­ 
lightful so unds fo r himself changes as he’s re­ 
q uired to pro duce them fo r o thers, turning fro m 
jo y in himself into o bligatio n to co nsider us and 
o ur pleasure. 
T hat’s when co nfusio n begins. Fear o f disap­ 
po inting us, o f failing to impress his audience be­ 
gins to haunt him, 
At this po int, o ur y o ung m u­ 
sician can start resenting his talent and will ex ­ 
press his resistance to the o bligatio n to please us 
in sto mach upsets and o ther sy mpto ms o f "stage 
fright” that make it impo ssible fo r us to demand 
w hat he do esn’t w ant ta give. 
Yo ur daughter's jo y in her o wn gift needs time 
to gro w sure and so lid befo re she is asked to 
share it with public audiences. 
It is, in my o pin­ 
io n, a perilo us business to make a big fuss o ver 
any child’s achievement, whether it’s a scho o l 
"A,” a tasty salad dressing o r a well-play ed m u­ 
sical co mpo sitio n. 
What blinds us to the danger is the child’s ap­ 
parent craving fo r o ur appro val. We think he is 
seeking o ur flattery when, the tact is, he is seek­ 
ing suppo rt fo r his o wn still uncertain co nfidence 
in his achievement. 
That is why , if o ur flattery beco mes to o en­ 
thusiastic, he will suddenly start lo o king anx io us 
and upset. 
Instead o f receiving suppo rt fo r his 
wo bbly self-co nfidence, he senses that we are co m­ 
mitting him to bigger and better achievements. 
He kno ws that we have fo rgo tten him to revel 
in o ur o wn pride. 
Then, like the y o ungster who 
walks away fro m the do ll ho use w e’ve taken o ver, 
he lo ses interest in his acco mplishment. His feel­ 
ing is “O.K. Yo u play with my achievement. I 
do n’t want it any mo re.” 
There is a careful line to be drawn between 
appreciating a child’s success and using it fo r o ur 
o wn gratificatio n.

But lesser officials in the de­

day s. And Interior’s Bureau of 
Reclamation got into a row with 
Army Corps of Engineers during 
the last session of Congress over 
allocation of funds for devel­ 
opment of Alaska's w’ater re­ 
sources. This is the classic big 
rivalry among w a ter agencies, 
but there are others.

Z” article give the main argu­ 
ments in a fight that has been a 
Washington disglace for y ears; 
"United States public policy to­ 
wards natural resources is devel­ 
oped and administered by a com­ 
plex, confusing and conflicting ar­ 
ray of agencies, offices and de­ 
partments. 
"Competition among agencies to 
get business’ contributes to inef­ 
ficient water resource development 
and waste of public funds. Water 
resource 
development (therefore) 
takes place as a result of ’log 
rolling’ and 'pork barrel’ politic*. 
"The division of water agencies 
among the 
four departments of 
Agriculture Defense. Interior and 
Health.

The le gis­ 
lature also raised to $10,000 the 
face value am ount of life insur­ 
ance to be 
protected 
against 
lapse or forfeiture of the insured 
who entered m ilitary or naval 
service. Form erly the maximum 
protection was $5,000. Now the 
law 
provides 
that 
servicemen 
with certain types of life insur­ 
ance which are in effect at the 
tim e they entered active m ilitary 
or naval service are protected up 
to a face value of $10,000 against 
lapse or forfeiture for non-pay­ 
m ent of premiums during the pe­ 
riod of such service or within 
a year after the end of such 
service.

entitled “New York S tate Sol­

Outdo o r Creche 
Fo r Christma s

Why not decorate an outdoor 
creche this C hristm as? 
Most people shy away from 
lighting a m anger outdoors be­ 
cause it seems lik e a big pro­ 
duction. 
But it needn’t be. 
Old lum ber or a large wooden 
crate may be utilized for build­ 
ing the creche, depending on how 
much tim e is available for the 
project. 
If the crate is used, 
remove one of the long panels 
and use it to create a shed-type 
roof. 
The standard lean-to de­ 
sign one would use for a tool 
shed is the easiest and mak es a 
good look ing homemade creche. 
The creche may be any size. 
One that was four feet high, five 
feet wide and three feet deep 
seemed ideal when observed last 
Christmas.

At every convention of the American Medical 
Association, the question of socialized medicine 
arises, the doctors protesting that Congress is 
trying to pass legislation which will enslave the 
medical profession. President Leonard W. Larson 
of the American Medical Association on Novem­ 
ber 27 said: 
We are for a free profession, not an enslaved 
one. We are for the preservation of our consti­ 
tutional republic; we are opposed to a welfare 
state. We are for the right of our citizens to 
spend their own dollars in their own way, not for 
Washington authoritarians to spend their money 
for them. Our philosophy is wholly positive.” 
The opposition is to the King-Anderson Bill 
which Dr. Larson describes as follows: 
"The proponents of King-Anderson type legis­ 
lation have cleverly promoted the false idea that 
?armarked payroll and employer taxes would be 
voluntary 
prepayments 
against 
the 
cost 
of 
health carr benefits received subsequently in re­ 
tirement. The fact is that the King bill levies a 
compulsory tax on young workers and their em­ 
ployers to pay for a federal program of health 
benefits for older people, millions of whom arc 
self-reliant and solvent. The King-Andcrson pro­ 
gram does not provide insurance or prepayment 
Df any type, but compels one segment of our 
population to underwrite a socialized program of 
health care for another, regardless of need.” 
Whereas socialized medicine, in any form, de­ 
prives the medical profession of a free wage for 
its services, it must be admitted that a sharp pub­ 
lic opinion is expressing itself against disorderly 
and unethical conduct in this profession, whether 
such conduct is widespread or is limited to a few 
scoundrels. 
The entire question of medical charges re­ 
quires study by the medical profession and by 
Congress. For instance, it is very difficult to de­ 
cide whether an operation is necessary or is a 
fraud to produce a large fee. The responsibility 
is with hospitals to a degree. That is. a decent, 
well-managed hospital will not tolerate improper 
practices.

New Laws — Two amend­ 
ments to the NYS Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Civil Relief Act were 
enacted during the recent special 
session of the NYS Legislature. 
One raises the amount of rental 
to $125 per month before de­ 
pendent* of servicemen are to be 
evicted The former monthly rate 
was $80. Now the law reads that 
dependents are not to be evicted 
from their dwelling if rental is 
$125 per month or less except 
upon leave of court. The legis­ 
lature also raised to $10,000 the 
face value amount of life insur­ 
ance to be protected against 
lapse or forfeiture of the insured 
who entered military or naval 
service Formerly the maximum 
j protection was $5,000. Now the 
law’ 
provides 
that 
servicemen 
with certain types of life insur­ 
ance which are in effect at the 
time they entered active military 
or naval service are protected up 
to a face value of $10,000 against 
lapse or forfeiture for non-pay­ 
ment of premiums during the pe­ 
riod of such service or within 
a year after the end of such 
serv ice.

entitled "New York State Sol­

Outdoor Areche 
For Christmas

Why not decorate an outdoor 
creche thi* Christmas? 
Moat people shy away from 
lighting a manger outdoor* be­ 
cause it seems like a big pro­ 
duction. 
But it needn’t be. 
Old lumber or a large wooden 
crate may be utilized for build­ 
ing the creche, depending on how 
much time is available for the 
project. 
If the crate is used. 
remove one of the long panels 
and use it to create a shed-type 
roof. 
The standard lean-to de­ 
sign one would use for a tool 
shed is the easiest and makes a 
good looking homemade creche. 
The creche may be any size. 
One that was four feet high, five 
feet wide and three feet deep 
seemed ideal when observed last 
Christmas. 
But 
smaller 
ones 
will be just as effective. 
The hand-carved figures that 
one normally associates with the 
creche aren’t necessary to the 
over-all effect. A small doll can 
serve as the Christ child, and he 
can be placed in a straw-filled 
or pine-filled doll’* cradle or an 
orange crate. 
The outside of the crate may 
be decorated with hay, pine 
boughs or leave* to hide its 
identity. 
A small star may be set on 
the shed s roof top. 
Cut the traditional star shape 
out of pine, paint it and tack 
string lights to it with large 
staples before placing it atop the 
shed. 
Even though you will need no 
more than the doll and the crib 
for your manger, additions may 
be made to It by rummaging 
through 
attic and cellar for 
ceramic or metal figurines of 
birds, cat*, dogs or other ani­ 
mals. 
If you can’t achieve electric 
lighting effects in the area where 
you will put the creche, plumb­ 
er’s candles can give you good, 
lasting light. Put a small brack­ 
et on the back wall of the lean- 
to. 
Nail a candle holder to it. 
Tack a reflector to the wall be­ 
hind where the candle will be 
placed. 
Aluminum foil (which 
will not burn) can serve as a 
reflector.
